All licensees who are the subject of a disciplinary order of the Board are required to provide
the infonnation required on the Addendum to these Directives. n e infonnation provided will be
m aintnined separately and will not be pa14 of the public doctunent filed with the Board. Failure to
provide the information required m ay result in further disciplinary action for failing to coopemte
with the Board, as required by N.J.A.C. 13:45C-1 et seç. Paragraphs 1 tbrough 4 below shall apply
when a license is suspended or revoked or permanently surrendered, with or without prejudice.
Parapaph 5 applies to licensees who al'e the subject of an order which, while pennitting continued
practice, contains a probation or monitoring requirement.

The licensee shall promptly fonvard to the Board om ce at Post Office Box 183, 140 E%t
Front Street, 2nd floor, Trenton, New Jersey 02625-01 83, the original licensey current biennial
registation and, if applicable, the original CDS regis% tion, In addition, if the licenseeholds aDrtzg
Enforcemcnt Agency (DEA) regiseation, he or she shall promptly advise the DEA of the licensure
action. (W it14 respcct to suspensions of a firtite tenn, at the conclusion of the term, the licensee may
contact the Board office for the retllm of the documents previously surrendered to the Bom'd. In
addition, at the conclusion of the term, the licensee should contact the DEA to advise of the
resumption of practice arld to ascertain the impact of that change upon lAis/her DEA registration.)

2a Practice Cessâtion

Documeut Return and Agency Notilkation

The licensee shall cease m1d desist from engaging in the practice of medicine in this State.
This prohibition not only bars a licensee from rendering professional senrices, but also f'rom
providing an opinion as to professional practice or its application, or representing himm erself as
being eligible to practice. tAlthoug,h the licenste need not affnnatively advise patients or others of
therevocation, suspension or surrender, the licensee must tnzthfullydisclose his/her licensure status
in response to inquily) The disciplined licensee is also prohibited from occupying, sharing or using
office space in which another licensee provides health care services. The disciplined licensee may
contract for, accept payment 9om another licensee for or rent at fair market value office premiscs
tmd/or equipment. ln no case may the disciplined licensee authorize, allow or condone the use of
hïs/her provider number by any health care practice or any other licensee or health care provider.
(1n situations where the licensee has been suspended for less than one year, the licensee may accept
payment from another professional who is using his/her officc during the period that the licensee is
suspendeda for the payment of salluies for office staff employed at the time of the Board action.)



A licensee whose license has been revoked, suspended for one (1) year or more or
permanently surrendered must remove sir s and take am rmative action to stop advertisements by
which his/her eli/bility to practice is represented. The licensee must also take steps to remove
his/her nqme from professional listings, telephone directories, professional stationely or billings.
If the licensee's nnme is utilized in a group practicc title, it shall be deleted. Prescription pads
bearing the licensee's name sl4al1 be destroyed. A destruction report fonn obtrlined from the Offce
of Drug Control (973-504-6558) must be sled, If no other licensee is providing services at the
location, all medications must be removed and rettmzed to the marmfacturer, if possible, destroyed
orsafeguarded, (1n situationswhere alicenseh%been suspended forless than oneyear, prescription
pads and medications need not be destroyed but must be secured in a Iocked place for safekeeping.)

3. Practice lncom e Prohibitionsm ivestiture of Equity lnterest in Professional Service
Corperations and Limited Liability Com panies

A licensee shall not charge, receive or share in any fee for professional services rendered by
him/herself or others while bm ed fyom engaging in tbe professional practice. The licensee maybe
comqensated for the remsonable value of services lawfully rendered and disbursements incuzred on
a paùent's behalf prior to the effective date of the Board action.

A licensee who is a shareholder in a professional service cop oration organized to engage in
the professional practice, whose license is revokedy surrendered or suspended for a term of one (1)
year or more shall be deemed to be disqualified from the practice within the meaning of the
Professional Service Comoration Act. G .J.S.A. l4A:17-11). A disqualified licensee shall divest
him/herself of a1l financial interest in the professional service coporation pursuant to N.J.S.A.
14A:17-13(c)- A licensee who is a member of a limited liability company organized pursuant to
N .J.S.A.42:1-44, shall divesthim/lwrself ofall snancial interest. SuchdiNzestitr eshalloccr qvithin
90 days following the entry of the Order rendering the licensee disqualiûed to participate in the
applicable form of ownership. Upon clivestiturea a licensee shall fonvard to the Board a copy of
documentation fonvarded to thesecretaryof State, Comm ercial Reporting Divisionvdemonstrating
that the interest has been tenninated. If the licensee is the sole shareholder in a professional service
com oration, the comoration must be dissolved within 90 days of the Iicensee's disqualification.

4. Nfedical Records

1f; as a result of the Board's action, a practice is closed ortransfened to another location, the
licensee shall ensure that during the three (3) month period following the effective date of the
disciplinary order, a message will be delivered to patients calling the fonner office premises,
advising where records may be obtained. The message should infonn patients of the names and
t'elephone numbers of the licenset (or Ms/ter attorney) assuming custody of the records. The same!

information shall also be disseminated by means of a notice to be published at least once per month
for three (3) months in a ncwspaper of general circulation in the geographic vicinity in which the
practice was conducted. At the end of the three month period, the licensee shall file with the Board
the nnme and telephone number of the contact person who will havo access to medical records of

Pursuant to 45 CFR Subtitle A Section 61.7 and 45 CFR Subtitle A
Section 60.8, the Board is required to obtain your Social Security Num ber and/or
federal taxpayer identification number in order to discharge its responsibility to repod
adverse actions to the National Practitioner Data Bank and the HIP Data Bank.



NOTIQE OF REPORTING PRACTICES OF BOARD
REGARDING DISCIPLINARY AGTIQNS

Pursuant to N.J.S.A. 52:14B-3(3), all orders of the New Jersey State Board of Medical Examiners are
available for public inspection. Should any inquiry be made concerning the status of a Iicensee, the
inquirer will be informed of the existence of the order and a coqy will be provided if requested. All
evidentiary hearings, proceedings on motions or other applicatlons which are conducted as public
hearings and the record, including the transcript and documents marked in evidence, are available for

public inspection, upon request.

Pursuant to 45 CFR Subtitle A 60.8, the Board is obligated to repod to the National Practitioners Data
Bank any action relating to a physician which is based on reasons relating to professional competence

or professional conduct:

(1) W hich revokes or suspends (or otherwise restricts) a Iicense,
(2) Which censures, reprimands or places on probation,
(3) Under which a license is surrendered.

Pursuant to 45 CFR Section 61.7, the Board is obligated to report to the Healthcare lntegrity and
Protection (HlP) Data Bank, any formal or official actions, such as revocation or suspension of a
Iicenseland the Iength of any such suspension), reprimand, censure or probation or any other loss of
Iicense or the right to apply for, or renew, a license of the provider, supplier, or practitioner, whether by
operation of law, voluntary surrender, non-renewability, or othefw ise, or any other negative action or
finding by such Federal or State agency that is publicly available information.

Pursuant to N.J.S.A.45:9-19.13, if the Board refuses to issue, suspends, revokes or otherwise places
conditions on a Iicense or permit, it is obligated to notify each Iicensed health care facility and health
maintenance organization with which a Iicensee is affiliated and eveF other board licensee in this state
with whom he or she is directly associated in private medical practlce.

In accordance with an agreement with the Federation of State M edical Boards of the United States, a
Iist of alI disciplinary orders are provided to that organization on a monthly basis.

W ithin the month following entry of an order, a summary of the order will appear on the public agenda
forthe next monthly Board meeting and is fofwarded to those members of the public requesting a copy.
In addition, the same summary will appear in the minutes of that Board meeting, which are also made
available to those requesting a copy. '

W ithin the month following entry of an order, a summary of the order will appear in a Monthly
Disciplinary Action Listing which is made available to those members of the public requesting a copy.

On a periodic basis the Board disseminates to its licensees a newsletter which includes a brief

description of aIl of the orders entered by the Board.

From time to time, the Press Office of the Division of Consumer Affairs may issue releases including

the summaries of the content of public orders.

Nothing herein is intended in any way to limit the Board, the Division or the Attorney General from

disclosing any public document.
